Since  1983.  The  Youth  Motiva- 
tional Task  Force  Program 
(YMTF)  has  been  a  vital  compo- 
nent of  the  FSU  Office  of  Career  Ser- 
vices &  Placement.  During  the  Spring 
Semester  of  each  year,  professionals 
consultants  visit  the  campus  and  share 
specific  information  about  various  ca- 
reer options. 

The  original  program  began  during  the 
administration  of  US  President  Lyndon 
B.  .Johnson.  Limited  resources  however, 
eliminated  government  funding  for  this 
program  in  1984  thus  forcing  colleges 
who  desired  to  continue  the  program  to 
do  so  at  their  own  expense.  Realizing 
the  value  of  YMTF,  FSU  chose  to  con- 
tinue the  program.  Dedicated  alumni 
and  members  from  the  community,  vol- 
untarily contribute  their  time  and  talent 
to  this  program  by  serving  as  positive 
role  models  and  valuable  networking 
agents. 

Guy  Stewart,  Director  of  Career  Ser- 
vices states,  "the  most  successful  part 
of  the  program  can  be  attributed  to  the 
willingness  of  the  consuhants  and  vol- 
unteers to  help  students  prepare  for  the 
job  market."

The  Charles  W.  Chesnutt  Library 
has  been  an  integral  part  of  FSU 
for  more  than  50  years.  It  was 
named  in  honor  of  renown  author. 
Charles  W.  Chesnutt,  second  principal 
of  the  school,  and  son  of  Andrew  J. 
Chesnutt,  one  of  the  original  founders 
of  the  Howard  School. 

The  library  was  first  located  in  part  of 
a  room  in  the  old  Howard  School. 
Later,  it  was  housed  in  the  old  Smith 
Administration  Building,  which  stood 
where  the  Lyons  Science  Building 
stands  today.  As  the  library  contin- 
ued to  e-xpand,  new  facilities  were 
needed,  and  in  1937,  the  building 
which  is  now  the  Telecommunications 
Center,  became  its  new  home. 

To  accommodate  the  growing  collec- 
tion, renovations  and  expansions  took 
place  in  1941,  and  again  in  1952.  Dr. 
Seabrook,  subsequently,  gained  ap- 
proval for  another  library  building.  In 
1946,  the  library  became  officially 
known  as  the  Charles  Waddell 
Chesnutt  Library.  In  1968,  the  library 
moved  to  what  is  now  the  Helen  T. 
Chick  Building. 

The  library  was  relocated  to  its  present 
facility  in  1987.  Its  collections  include 
more  than  1 70,000  books  and  journals; 
450,000  microfilms:  and  subscriptions 
to  more  than  2,000  periodicals  and 
newspapers.
